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CONSTRUCTION AT 
POWER HOUSE 


Immense Undertakings Now in Pro-| ho 


gress to Give Edmonton Better 
Public Utilities. é

For weeks past the one great ques- 
tion of discussion in connection with 
municipal affairs thas been the con- 
dition of the power house and what is 
being done to put the electric er 
and water supply upon more efficient 
basis than it has been and now is. 
Some have found fault because condi. 
tiona have not been more quickly 
remedied and there has been consid- 
erable criticism because construction 
work has not teen carried on at a 
more rapid rate. 

A visit to the immense construction 
work now in progress, hawever, is an 
eye-opener and has opened the eyes 
of many a citizen who before he 
‘fully, understood the work now in pro- 
gress has been strong in denunciation 
of what he thought was delay in get- 
ting the new plant in working shape, 

A case in point came to the atten- 
tion of a Bulletin representative eev- 
eral days ago. One of the largest city 
users of water for industrial purposes 
has for several weeks been most active 
in attack upon thé administration, 
even going so far as to threaten to or- 
ganize an indignation meeting. Even. 
tually he decided to visit the new 
power plant work himeelf and when 
he returned it was with a changed 
frame of mind. “My eyes have been 
opened,” he said, “and I see that 
All possible is being done to imptove 
conditions a8 rapidly as possible.” 

“The work now going on at your 
power ‘house is larger than that in all 
the other cities of Western Canada 
take} together,” said the visiting re- 
presentative of a prominent electrical 
firm a day or two ago. “It is by far 
the largest construction of its kind of 
any city in Canada,” he continued, 
“and Edmonton is to be congratulated 
upon the way the work is being 
handled.” 

Thus, while citizens are suffering 
from lack of water and failure of élec- 
tric power they have the consolation 


in knowing that there will speedily 
be a and that everything pos- 
sible ing done to keep the city 
far in advance of its growth in the 
tuture. 


Yesterday a representative of the 
Bulletin visited the power plant, pre. 
sent ard in process of “construction, 
and in company with other citizens, 
was shown through by Commissioner 
McNaughton, who is now in personal 
charge. The construction work is be- 
ing carried on by two gangs of men, 
working day and night shifts and 
made up of fifty each. The machinery 
now in operation is handled by 30 
employees on the permanent staff in 
three shifts of ten each. 

The Present Equipment. 

The power house is ronghly divided 
into two sections, water pumping and 
electric power gen+rating; the latter 
portion supplying the city with light, 
power for small electric plants afd 
for the operation of the street rail- 
way. 

The mainstay of the water system 
is the three million gallon turbine 
pump, operated by electricity. This 
pump, which was installed over a year 
ago is situated in aSconerete pit, 32 
feet deep about the level of the river 
bed. It ie this pump that has got 
out of order frequently in the past and 
has cut off the.water supply. It was 
purchased by officials not now con. 
nected with the city and the general 
opinion is that it should never have 
been bought. In fact part of the pur- 
chase price is still retained by the 
city owing to its being unsatisfactory. 

The auxiliary pumping outfit, and 
What was the main supply till the in- 
etallation of the electric pump, con- 
sists of an Inglis one and a half mil- 
lion and a Northey one million gallon 
pumping outfit. These are in the 
present power house, 

The Electrical End. 


The lighting and power end of the 
preeent plant is operated by the gas 
producer engine, rated at 1,000 horse 
power and two smaller Robb steam en- 
gines of 300 and 600 horse power each. 
These operate various generators and 
motor generators. The steam engines 
have done more than their share of 
the work in the past months and the 
gas producer engihe is now, working 
fuirly satisfactory, With the gas pro. 
ducer engine the opinion fs similar to 
that on the electric Hf steam 
had been given the preference in efth 
case many of the reeent trouldes would 
never have occurred. The troubles 
have, of course, been increased by the 
rapid growth of the city. 

The Construction Werk. 

The foundation work of the new 
plant, much of which is underneath 
the ground level, make up two-thirds 
of the operations and does not appeal 
to the casual observer as it would to 
one who looks more dlosely into the 
work, The structural stecl and brick 
work can be done much more quickly 
than the concrete. The jations 
for the new ehgines, the @oors of the 
building, whieh will be 110x130 feet. 
and the foundation walls, are ali of 
massive concrete, In the new pump 
pit which is an excellent piece of re- 
inforced conerete work, 33 by 38 feet, 
and 41 feet deep, the walls are from 
five feet thick at the bottom, to one 
and a half feet thick at the top, The 
total cost of the mew work runs up- 
wards of $300,000.

TRADE FORGING AHEAD. ° 


The Records of Experts and Imports 
Are Very Satisfactory. 


Ottawa, July 20—Canada’s trade for 
June shows an inerease of $9,628,808 
as compared with the same month dast 
year and an inerease for the three 
months of the fiseal year of $20,686,824 
compared with the corresponding per- 
jod last year. The imports last month 
totalled $31,231,914, an increase of $7,- 
134,540 over June last year, and for 
the three months the total was §81,- 
824,464, an increase of $14,926,685. 

The exports of domestic products 
las month were $21,664,000 and of 
foreign products $2,601,659, an in- 
crease of nearly two millions in each 
case. For the three months the ex- 
porte of domestic produce were $49,- 
927,004, and of foreign producte $4,- 
133,597, an inerease respectively of 
$5,238,228 and $2,377,513.

2000 BUFFALO AT 
PARK IN 5 YEARS 


“With the same measure of suc- 
cess that we had in Banff, we will 
have two thousand head of buffalo at 
Wainwright within five yeare,” said 
Howard Douglae, Dominion com. 
missioner of parks, to a Bulletin re- 
presentative yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Douglas and Mr, Ed. Ellis, euperin- 
tendent of the Wainwright park, who 
was for nine years in charge of the 
buffalo herd at Banff, were guests at 
the Alberta yesterday. Mr. Douglas 
left on the afternoon train for the 
south on hie way to Revelstoke, B.C., 
where he will join Hon. Charles 
Murphy, who is returning from the 
coast. 

The commissioner recalled liow the 
herd at Banff numbered but eeven- 
teen at the outset. A few weeks 
from now one hundred buffalo will 
be transferred from the Banff park 
to Wainwright, a herd of twenty be- 
ing left in the former piace. All 
these animals have sprang from the 
original herd of seventeen, 

Buffalo Park at Wainwright, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ellis, ie large enough 
to support a herd of 5, baffalo. 
The park has an area of 107,000 
acres. It is enclosed by 73 miles of 
wire fence. 

The remaining 190 head of buffalo 
are now being rounded up in Mon- 
tana by Michael Pablo, the Mexican 
from whom the herd was purchased 
iy the Dominion government, and 
the final shipment will be made early 
in September, Mr. Ellis expects 
that the herd will be increased next 
year by over one hundred calves. 

The first freight carried on the 
G.T.P. will be two car loads of wire, 
grass cutters and other implements 
for .the Wainwright park. This 
magerial is being transferred from 
Lamont and is expected to go out 
on the G.T.P. this afternoon. 

In September next, Mr. Douglas, 
accompanied by R. H. Campbell, Do- 
minion forestry commissioner, will 
make a trip to the big Jasper Park 
reaervation of 6,400 square miles near 
the Yollowhead Pass, on the east 
slope of the Rockies. Mr. Douglas

UPSET THE BOAT.

It is common 
in the West for the grading of a line 
to be done months ahead of the steel- 
laying. It is not uncommon for thi 
grade to lie a whole winter before the 
sted] is put down, 

The grading gang, of course, tear 
down the farmer's fences 
necessary to get at their work. But 
when the completed they 
move on without spending the time to 
re-stop the gape, 
farmer must go tc the 
stopping them himself or suffer 
imeonveniénee and danger from 
of having his cattle and horses wander 
al! about the country and of having 
his neighbors’ stock invade his fields 
at pleasure. Frequently the stopping 
of the gaps would mean considerable 
expense owing to the height of the 
grade, and it always means one which 
the farmer does not feel properly cal 
led on to bear.

A RECIPE FOR PEACE. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie draws again 
the old and obvious moral for the no- 
tions from the fact that Canada and 
the United States have by agreement 
maintained the Great Lakes in a state 
of unpreparedness for war. Mr. Car- 
negie’s conclusion is that the Powers 
professing a desire for peace have only 
to follow this lead to carry their pro. 
fessions into effect. He says: 

“Nearly a century ago (1817) Canada 
and America agreed that upon the in- 
land seas which constitute their boun- 
dary. for hundreds of miles, each 
should place one 100-ton vessel armed 
with one 2-pounder. The tiny crait, 
one flying the Union Jack and the 
other the Stars and iy seme hig never 
fired a shot except in friendly salute 
to each other, and unbroken peace has 
been preserved. If the world had its 
police force on the seas, there would 

the ‘protection from assault’ which 
each naval power declares it only de- 
sizes and is increasing its navy solely 
to ensure. There would remain no 
enemy from whom “protection” was 
needed. Commerce would be imune. 
The naval nations would be as ony in 
friendly alMance.

Mail and Empire: The assination 
of Ce!, Wytlie by an Indian student 
convinces the people of Great Britain 
that sedition in India is a real peril. 
It may not lead to revolution, but 
it is certainly calculated to make 
the occupaton of tne the Eastern Em 
pire dangerous and difficult, With 
the assassin at work, and the bomos 
flying wherever a notable English- 
man is to be fouyd, the administra- 
tion of India becomes a far from de 
sirable task. 

What is the Trouble.? 

“What is the tvouble?’’ everybody 
asks This is a difficult question to 
answer. But light has been thrown 
upon it by two of the most experienc- 
ed of India’s administrators, Lord 
Curzon and Sir Bamfylde Fuller. 
Lord Curzon was Governor-General 
of India prior to the appointment ot 
Lord Minto Sir Bamfylde Fuller 
has served all his iiie in the indian 
civil service, retiring after a dispute 
with the home authorities from the 
Governorship of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam, the last official position held 
by him. The view of Lord Curzon 
is that there exists in India a feel- 
ing of unrest consequent upon the 
fact that the country is governed by 
aliens. This sentiment is fanned by 
a faction that has drawn its inspira 
tion from the anarchists of Ruasia, 
and from other equally harmful 
schools of thought. In recent years 
the dissatisfaction has become the 
more marked owing to the victory of 
Japan over Rusa@ia, It is thought 
that Asia is at last more than on 
even terms with Europe.

It is not a Parliament that the 
Indians want, if Sir Bamfylde Fuller 
is correctly informed, What is need 
ed is a large opportunity to serve 
under the government in official 
capacities. The limitations set up- 
on Indians gives them a sense of in- 
feriority, and makes them feel that 
they hold the position of a conquer 
ed peopie without hope of improved 
circumefances, Some pf the lower 
offices are open to them, but those of 
a more important character are clos- 
ed against them, It thus appears to 
them that they are regarded as goou 
enough fpr inferior work, but not 
good enough to be treated as Euro- 
peens are in their own country. The 
enlargement of the area within which 
Indians can be employed is regard- 
ed as imperative by this experienced 
Indian official. What is more, a 
strict, although not severe adminis 
tration of affairs is needed. 


Laxness in London. 

On this point Sir Bamfylde gives 
an interesting story illustrating wwe 
claim that laxnese breeds trouble tn 
stead of helping to avert it. This 
officer, acting as a magistrate, fined 
certain studenis aad 
for a short period from their college 
owing to conduct that was seditions. 
So long as the magistrate was upheid 
in hiis attitude on this case, just so 
long was the element thus brought 
under oontrol respectful and loyal. 
When, however, the fines were remit- 
ted, and the college order was res- 
cinded by the Secretary of State in 
london, the moral effect of the 
punishment was destroyed and the 
students became more seditious than 
ever. The exhibition of weakness by 
the home authorities instead of con 
triibutng to the improvement of the 
situation, had quite the contrary ; f- 
ect.. Strong government is needed 
for India. Such a government must 
put an end to lawless agitation, and 
must, above all trmings, be as just 
as it is tnbending in cases of dis 
loyalty 

Britain’s Burden. 

There is wisdom in the position 
taken by these sta esmen. It stands 
to reason that India, consisting as it 
does of many races and many re- 
ligions, all antagonistic, and none 
realy imbued with the loyalty to the 
country or with a desire to be fair 
one towards the other, cannot rule 
itself, It stands to reason that -n 
empire that has been drenched = in 
blood when not strongly governed 
will suffer a like experience should 
the powerful hand which makes for 
internal peace be removed. There 
fore, Britain must continue to carry 
this burden in the interests of the 
people themselves and of civilization. 
If she must remain in India she must 
rule with vigor and with a full re- 
gard for the conditions which pre- 
vail, giving no quarter to anarchy 
or to assassination. 


RESULT OF TEN MILLION LOAN. 

Toronto Globe—When the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway company some 
months ago found itself under the ne- 
cessity of making a very great fin- 
ancial sacrifice to sbtain the capital 
necessary to carry on the work of 
construction on the mountain section 
of the western division of the Na- 
tional Transcontinental railway it 
applied to the Dominion parliament 
for temporary relief in the form of a 
loan of ten million dollars. The ap- 
plication was granted with little de. 
mur, it was so obviously the wise 
thing to do, because any unpecessary 
enhancement of the cost of capitaliza- 
tion meant a hampering impairment 
in the efficiency of the railway, 

The recent announcement that a 
contract had been let for the section 
extending through the Yellow Head 
pass is the result of the wise policy 
of aiding the company with a view to 
tiding it over the period of commer- 
cial depression. The distance — be- 
tween the western end of the contract 
juet let and the eastern end of the 
section under construction from Prince 
Rupert inward has deen reduced to 
350 miles. The prospect of ‘the early 
completion of the whole line is there- 
fore very. good. There are yet two 
years within the Jimit fixed by parlia- 
ment, and there is a strong probabil. 
ity that this interval will be quite 
enough for the purpose,

The Imperial Press conference’ waa! j 


intended to have certain results—some 
definite and tangible, some indirect 
and intangtble. The latter were by 
fer the most important, and the value 
of the conference must be guaged by 
the measure of their attainment. One 
of these indirect objects was to as- 
Semble in London, journalists repre- 
senting all the varying,currents of 
opinion, there further go equip them- 
selves by observation, ‘by consultation 
and by discussion for the considera- 
tion of those large quéstions of Im- 
perial policy which are now calling for 
action. There were, in Canada and 
dowbtless in other Dominions as wel), 
some apprehensions that the confer- 
ence was in danger of manipulation 
in the interest of one set of imperinl- 
istic theories, For this there was no 
basis, 
the Britizh committee which had 
charge of the program included men 
of such diverse views on imperial 
questions as Lord Northcliffe and Mr. 
Spender, Mr. Pearson and Mr. Donald 
should have ‘been in itself sufficient 
to allay all such fears. 

Further evidence that the one de- 
sire of the British committee was to 
make the occasion of the greatest pos- 

‘ sible value to the overseas delegates 
was. their preparation of a‘ program 
which 
public men of all parties and schools. 
Nothing, after all, gave the delegates 
as much pleasure as the unequalled 
series of deliverances by the outstand- 
ing men of both parties; nor could 
the highly educative value of these 
discourses be doubted. Consider what 
it meant to hear within the short 
épace «cf a few days, serious, reasoned 
deliverances on matters of the high- 
est imperial moment from Lord Rose- 
bery, Mr. Asquith, Earl Crewe, Austen 
Chamberlain, Alfred Lyttelton, Reg- 
inald McKenna, Sir Edward Grey, R. 
B. Haldane, Lord Roberts, Arthur J. 
Balfonr, Winston Churchill, Lord Cro. 
mei, Lord Milner, Lord Curzon, Lord 
Morley, Augustine Birrell, Lord Esh- 
er, Lord Charles Beresford, with oth- 
ers scarcely less eminent. An Eng- 
lish journalist told me that in many 
years’ experience of the British par- 
liainent he could not recall a period 

which there had been so much 
high class speaking. The audiences 
which these men addressed were ex- 
ceptional and well qualified to put

Of ali this array of talent Lord Rose- 
bery. as an orater was easily first— 
ndeed, it might be said that he was 
the only orator of the lot, the others 
being merely public epeakers of un- 
common effectiveness. Oratory has 
rather gone out of fashion in Eng- 
land. The parhiamentary halls which 
once resounded to the rolling periods 


of Gladstone and the stately cadences 


ot Bright now hear only the clash of 
the rapiers—the short sentence, «li- 
rect, intense, with an edge like a 
Damascus blade throwr across the 
table in a voice pitched just a note 
higher than for conversation. And, 


of course, this is immeasurably better 
than “oratory”, such as we know of, 


delivered by loud-voiced rhetoricians; 


but in contrast with such a perform- 
ance as that of Lord Rosebery one 
sees how much power and charm has 


been sacrificed to the modern conven 


tion of public speaking. A speech 
by a famous speaker. lias usually some- 
thing disappointing about _ it-one 
pitches his expectations too high; but 
in the case of Lord Rosebery’s address 
at the opening dinner to the Press 
conference there was nothing of this. 
The great audience, numbering some 
six hundred men eminent in every 


field of intellectual endeavor, were un- 


der Rosebery’s charm from the mo- 
ment he rose, though he spoke under 
conditions highly unfavorable, in a 
wretched anditerium in the fair 
grounds at Shepherd’s bush, with 
bands playing and. fireworks deton- 
ating outside. Rosebery has the voice, 
the manner, the air of the great or- 
ator; more important still he has the 
matter as well. His address, splend- 
idly conceived and admirably deliver- 
ed, was a high product of imagination 
—that quality which transfigures prose 
into poetry and good speaking into el- 
oquence, Rosebery with his great 
gilts shonld be easily the first figure 


in the British public life; but he oc- 


cupies a lonely if distinguishable pos- 
ition alien to ‘both political camps. 
His temperament has wrecked his 
career. ‘He wanted the laurel with- 
out the dust,”’ was the cpigrammatic 
explanation of his failure, made ‘by 
one who knows him well. 

Of the other speakers, with certain 
exceptions to be noted, the charactor- 
istics were reticence aud a deliberate 
weighing of their words. They all 
showed an ever-present consciousness 
of the responsibility of +their  lan- 
guage; there was nothing of the eye 
in a fine frenzy rolling and the un- 
governed expression of a mood of 
the moment. The speeches all show- 
ed signs of careful preparation; there 
was a precision in expresison and a 
neatness in phrase which suggested 
hours tin a library—which bespoke 
further earlier severe scholastic train. 
ing with public life as its objective. 
Here, indeed, is the happy cirecum- 
stance which has ennobled and dig-

NEGRO MURDERED. 


Because He Claimed Women Had His 
Horse. 


Eastman, Gal., July 21—King Green, 
a negro, was killed here today because 
he had offended the Misses Nicholson, 
daughters of Samuel Nicholson, a re- 
spected citizen of Eastman, The negro 
di dnot lay hie hands on the young 
women. He did not make any threats 
of doing so, but he did grab the reins 
of their horses and he declared that 
the horse and buggy in which they 
were sented belonged to him and he 
intended to have them. 

The women screamed and the negro 
quit his hold on the horse’s head and 
escaped. Dogs were placed on his 
trail and after 4 run of several hours 
he was captured by the sheriff and his 
deputies. On their return they were 
intercepted by a crowd of 200 citizens 
and the negro was shot to death. In 
commenting on the work of the crowd 
one of the lynchers said today: ‘For 
the people of this region the fact that 
the negro was insolent enough to stop 
the women on the road and speak to 
them in the manner he did was suf- 
ficient causg ior a lynching. Assaults 
and attacks and near attacks all over 
the state have shown Georgians that 
no half-way measurts can be adopted 
with success.”

Lopaz, Bolivia, July 21.—Senor Fon- 
seca, the Argentine minister here, 
has requested a passport and wi! 
leave Lopaz today. The rapture ot 
diplomatic relations was made pubiic 
after official conferences at which 
efforts were made to meet the agge>s- 
sive attitude assumed by Argen’i a 
and at the same time allay the grw- 
ing popular agitation in Bolivia, The 
spirit of the people was shown in the 
petitions asking to be enrolled in th: 
army, the petitioners asserting un- 
conditional support of the govern- 
ment’s cause in case of an armed con- 
flict. The feeling that hostilit‘es 
may oceur is shown by the continued 
Jeparture of many Argentine aud 
Bolvian residents. 

Lima, Peru, July 2b.—The recail of 
the Argentine minister for the Bvi- 
vian capital and the dismissal of the 
Bolivian minister by the Argentine 
government have eaused the situation 
to become worse. It is hoped that 
the foreign powers will intervene aud 
induce Bolivia to amend her conduct, 
as, should war resait from her deti wnt 
attack, foreign commerce would be 
utterly ruined.

TWO MEN INJURED 
IN FRIDAY"S STORM 


Heavy Blow Wrecked several Build- 
ings at Lioydminster—No Fatali- 
ties. 


On Friday evening between eight 
and nine o'clock a very heavy wind, 
accompanied by a heavy downpour of 
rain, struck the town of Lloydminster 
and injured two men, besides de- 
molishing seyeral buildings. 

This was tifo statement made to 4 
Bulletin representative this morning 
by Hon. W. H. Cushing, minister of 
public works, who came in on 
C.N.R. train from Lloydminster

+: Casting did not wish the affair 
to 7 grossly exaggerated or misrepre- 
sented, and for this reason consented 
to give the facts as he found Ahem, 
He seid that the storm seenied io 
come up from the Blackfoot Hills. 
eight miles or sc south of the town. 
With but s few minutes warning it 
struck the town, but seemed to hit it 

“all in a heap,” with no partégular 
course to pursue. The wonder was 
that no one was killed, as 
buildings were dislodged from 
foundations and literally demolished. 
One man in his house on his home- 
stead at the time of the impact was 
struck on the leg by the falling atove. 
The live evals in the stove were 
thrown in his face and he was severe- 
ly burned, In another house the 
two inmates, a man and his wife, felt 
the house lurch in one direction 
from its foundation, and no sooner 
had they rushed outside when the 
building lurched back again and was 
then carried@some twenty feet into 
the air and dropped on the roof of a 
neighboring house. After the storm 
passed over the town debris was found 
stuck in the ground in all directions 
and it was with difficuity that boards 
and aticks were removed. The great- 
est wonder is that, as far as is known, 
only the two people were injured and 
they not at all seriously. 

Tt was thought by some that the ar- 
vival of Mr. Cushing shortiy ufier the 
accident was to represent the govern- 
ment in giving assistance to those 
suffering loss and damage to property. 
This was not the case, as the visit 
was purely in connection with mat- 
ters connected with the Department 
of Public Works.
